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I. Summary: 

This legislation re-creates the Court Education Trust Fund without modification, effective upon 
becoming a law.  The Court Education Trust Fund, FLAIR #22-2-146,  is administered by the 
State Courts System.  This fund was created by Chapter 98-379. 

II. Present Situation: 

The receipts of the Court Education Trust Fund are expended for judicial educational programs 
for judges, the State Courts Administrator and his staff, trial court administrators, appellate court 
law clerks, and clerks of the court.

This bill re-creates the trust fund without modification.
